EW CURRENCY 
IDEA OF SHAW. 


TAXABLE NATIONAL BANK NOTES 
REDEMPTION GUARANTEED. 


Could be Made Identical With Cir- 
culation Based on Government 
_Bonds—Would Not Remain Out- 
standing Sixty Days — Could be 
Kept Printed and on Hand, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 28.—The address 
of Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw was the feature of the morning 
session today at the convention of the 
Ohio Bankers’ Association. He urged 
that an elastic currency system be 
adopted. Shaw said in part: 

“The fact, and I think it is a fact, 
that the United States has the best 
currency system in the world does not 
imply that the currency system of the 
United States is perfect, or it cannot 
be improved. It is as safe as any sys- 
tem in the world, because it is estab- 
lished on the only safe basis, to wit, 
the gold standard. It is the most con- 
venient system in the world, because 
it is founded on the decimal, or metric 
system. 

“The system is not perfect, largely 
because it is non-elastic. It fails to 
respond in volume to tne changing 
needs of seasons and of localities. At- 
tention has been called to this many 
times and by many people. That there 
will be no further currency legislation 
until we shall have experienced a panic 
occasioned by this want of elasticity, 
I am convinced. 

“We do not need and must not have 
inflation. The average amount of 
money is, in my judgment, abundant. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that vol- 
ume remains stationary. 

“Among the many remedies sug- 
gested, none appealed to me as 
strongly as the authorization of addi- 
tional bank circulation. This method 
involves the right of national banks 
to increase their circulation in an 
amount perhaps equal to 50 per cent. 
of their outstanding volume of gov- 
ernment bonds, to secure circulation 
on which the bank should pay a tax of 
5 or 6 per cent. during the time it is 
maintained, and the government, in 
consideration of this tax, should guar- 
antee its redemption. 

“You may call this, if you please, 
an emergency provision. So it is, but 
it injects into our circulation no new 
form of money as an element of alarm. 
By eliminating the one statement on 
the present bank note, This note is 
secured by bonds of the United States,’ 
the additional currency could be made 
identical with that based on govern- 
ment bonds. The Comptroller of the 
Currency and the bank issuing the 
currency would alone know of its ex- 
istence. It would not advertise its 
existence or our extremity, and I can 
scarcely conceive of conditions under 
which it would remain out sixty days. 

“It could be printed and kept ready 
for issue as occasion might require, 
and it would be retired, not by gath- 
ering up each individual bill, but bya

In a brief speech replying to a wel- 
coming address, M. Witte showed 
clearly that he was deeply touched by 
the welcome with which he was re- 
ceived. When he left St. Petersburg, 
in July, a small delegation of officials 
accompanied him to the railroad sta- 
tion to bid him farewell. There was no 
public demonstration whatever. To- 
day there were seven or eight times as 
many officials, despite the very early 
hour of the train’s arrival, and an en- 
thusiastic crowd of 500 to 600 people 
was present. 

Among the officials present was Ba- 
yon Nolde, general secretary of the 
Committee of Commerce; Gen. Dur- 
noir, adjutant to the Minister of the 
Interior; M. Wyschnegradsky, former 
Finance Minister and now director of 
the International Commercial Bank; 
M. Kobenko, privy councillor and 
chairman of the Press Reform Commit- 
tee, and many other prominent o- 
cials who had been M. Witte's former 
colleagues or subordinates.

This element is en- 
couraged by well authenticated re- 
ports from Austria of an almost 
unanimous sentiment in favor of the 
crown and the statement that the Aus- 
trian Socialists are opposing the Hun- 
garian coalition. 

The coalition leaders, realizing the 
presence. of a decided anti-Magyarian 
tendency among many influential per- 
sons, are losing no opportunity to 
strengthen their position. Francis 
Kossuth demands the union of all Hun- 
garian parties, “for the defense of the 
Hungarian constitution,” and it is be- 
lieved that a private meeting of dep- 
uties, which has been called for October 

„the day before the great convention, 
may formulate Plans to secure such a 
union. 

REPEATED COLLISIONS. 


There have been repeated collisions 
between the Socialists and the support- 
ers of the coalition, due to the hostility 
of the former because the coalition re- 
fuses to accept unreservedly the So- 
cialist programme of universal suf- 


frage, favoring only an extension of 


the franchise. 

Further, the Socialists declare that 
the coalition does not represent the 
great mass of the people and that its 
dealings with the crown cannot fur- 
ther the principle of the sovereignty 
of the people, as it speaks only in the 
name of persons who are voters by 
virtue of being rate payers. 

Demonstrations in favor of the coali- 
tion are being continually disturbed 
by the Socialists, who have decided to 
prevent them by making counter-man- 
ifestations. This attitude of the So- 
clalists, it is believed, will lead to fur- 
ther disturbances.

AUSTRIAN COURT DISTRACTED. 

The court at Vienna is reported dis- 
tracted by conflicting advice. Many 
Hungarian politicians of influence have 
advised the King-Emperor to yield on 
certain points, and it Is reported to- 
night that others are seeking to secure 
His Majesty's favor by advising per- 
sistence of Francis Joseph in his stand. 

The failure of Baron Fejervary's 
audience of the Emperor today in an 
effort to bring about a solution of the 
difficulty is hailed by the members of 
the coalition as favorable to their 
cause. 7 

It is understood tonight that the 
Emperor has expressed a desire to see 
Count Czarky, president of the upper 
house of the Hungarian Diet, and that 
the Count will be given an audience 
next Saturday. It is known that Count 


Czarky advocates peace with the coali- 


tion. 

It is also learned from a high author- 
ity that the position of Count Golu- 
chowski, the Austrian-Hungarian For- 
eign Minister, is so shaken that he will 
resign within a few weeks. It is pos- 
sible his successor will be M. de Szog- 
yeny-Marich, present Asebassador to 
Germany, and that Count Goluchowski 
will succeed to the Paris embassy. 

It is reported that provincial cities 
are preparing to send a massed depu- 
tation to Budapest October 2, in order 
to offset the proposed Socialist dem- 
onstration of 50,000 workmen for uni- 
versal suffrage. 

OFFICERS REFUSED LEAVE. 

Commanding officers of regiments in 
various sections of the country have 
refused leaves of absences to subor- 
dinate officers, until the situation be- 
comes clearer. All sorts of rumors 
are afloat, which have the effect of 
keeping popular sentiment aflame: but 
the best informed persons believe the 
efforts of the conservatives will short- 
ly be felt and that a solution of the 
difficulty will be reached without a 
rupture of the dual realm. 

Two of the most prominent members 
of the coalition, Count Andrassy and 
Baron Banffy, have publicly declined 
to join the independent party. They 
declare that should the independents se- 
cure a majority they will retire to 
private life, They 
abolition of the Ausgleich—which reg- 
ulates the fiscal and commercial af- 
fairs of the two countries and the 
quota paid by each to the common ex- 
penses of the empire—will mean ruin, 
and hold that dualism is the only 
sound policy for Hungary.

This order was made 
by the faculty Committee on Student 
Affairs, of which Prof. R. L. Green of 
the department of mathematics is 
chairman. 
Ever since college opened this year 
there has been more or less disturb- 
ance going on In the dormitory every 
evening, as a result of the action taken 
by the faculty to prevent the hazing 
of freshmen. The older men in the 
hall have been the leaders in the dis- 
turbances, and it was to weed out the 
cause of the nightly rough houses” 
that the forty men have been removed. 
Among the number who are now seek- 
ing rooms in near-by towns are sev- 
— of the most prominent men in col- 
ege. 
The action of the faculty is without 
precedent. The sympathy of the stu- 
dent body seems to be with the stu- 
dents who have been deprived of the 
dormitory privileges, especially since 
several men removed are said to have 
been guilty of no breach of dormitory 
rules and to have been refused an 
audience before the faculty committee 
Prof. Green, who issued the order to 
the students, told them that the dis- 
tu nees had caused complaints, and 
that someone had to be removed.

George H. Squire trustee account. 

Other syndicate profits in 1902 and 
1903, deposited with the American De- 
posit and Loan Company, to the credii 
of this account witness was unable iv 
explain. May 1, 1901, a new book for 
these entries was opened, and a balaneg 
of $62,770 was credited. The bank de- 
posit book was kept by Thomas D. 
Jordan, at that time comptrolier of the 
Equitable. Checks for deposit to this 
uccount, Greaves said, he delivered to 
Jordan. 

Another entry in the George H. 
Squire trustee account under date ef 
May 2, 1902, was the first payment of 
$62,700 on a Navigation Syndicate call 
by order of James H. Hyde. This 
money was borrowed from the Equita- 
ble Trust Company by James H. Hyde, 
May 5, on the participation certificate. 
Witness knew nothing of this, merely 
making the entries at the direction of 
Mr. Squire. Another entry showed a

This 
syndicate account is still running. and 
is carried on the books of the Equitabie 
Life Assurance Society.

Pearl & Company, stock brokers at 
No. 27 William street, recently negoti- 
ated a one-day loan for $300,000 with 
this unnamed institution. On Wednes- 
day « check for the amount of the loan, 
plus $37.60, for the one day's interest, 
was presented at this 
stranger, who received the securities 
deposited by Pearl 4 Company, for 
their loan. 

The bank on which the brokers check 
was drawn is one wita which Pearl & 
Company never had an account so the 
not until the 
check had passed through the Clearing 
House Exchange, when it was promptly | 
pranded as fictitious. 

A private detective agency was called 
in and transfer on the securities at once 
stopped. The detectives intimate that 
they have a clew to the identity of the 
forger, who is believed to have had one 
or more accomplices: It is believed 
that the forger had an intimate knowl- 
— of Pearl & Company's affairs. . 

A. Slayback, junior member of 
Pearl & Company, said: “The odd 
amount of the forged check, represents 
a day's interest at K per cent. As a 
matter of fact the loan is recorded on 
our books at 4% per cent. Clearly. 
somebody must have had knowledge of 
the loan. Yet had it been some one in 
our employ the interest would have 

computed at 4% per cent.“

The infor- 
mation Was given and the men started 
to walk away. Lestrange’s star was 
concealed beneath his overcoat. He fol- 
lowed the men, although he had no 
Particular reason to suspect them. 

After walking a short distance, the 
men turned toward the policeman 
again. When near him, one man ap- 

ed Lestrange and said: There 
no use fooling any longer. Throw

The footpad held his revolver at his 
sidg but before he could raise it Le- 
strange drew his gun out of his over- 

t pocket and fired. The wounded 
started to run and his companions 
fired four shots at the officer. 

In turning around, the policeman 
tripped and fell down an embankment 
at the edge of the sidewalk. Lestrange 
heard one of the footpads remark, as 
he fell: “Well, we have got him.” An 
instant later, however, the officer clam- 
bered up the embankment and was af- 
ter his assallants, who ran away.

AN “EASY SOLUTION.” 

| Members of the City Council say 
that stopping the delivery of sewage 
water to vegetable gardeners is not as 
Sasy as it would look at first glance. 
They assert that it is not for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue that the sew- 
age is sold. The internal system of 
sewers has outgrown the outfall sewer, 
which cannot carry to the sea all the 
Sewage turned into it. The city is 
confronted with the question of dis- 
posing of the overflow in some way, 
and the vegetable gardeners offer the 
easiest solution. 

For a number of years the South 
Side Irrigation Company had a con- 
tract with the city calling for 100 min- 
er's inches of sewer water. This con- 
tract expired two years ago and has 
not been renewed, but the company is 
= taking that quantity of sewer wa- 


City Engineer Stafford said last night 

that he is not aware that any sewa 
is delivered to vegetable gardeners. 
T. Tiiden, superintendent of te out- 
fall sewer, works under the direction 
of the City Engineer. He has sole 
jurisdiction of the disposal of sewer 
water. An attempt was, py last 
night to secure a statement m him, 
but he was not in the city. A mem- 
ber of his family reported that he was 
working with a crew near Inglewood, 
repairing a break in the sewer. 

t June the Couneil passed the 
following ordinance prohibiting the 
sale of sewage-bred vegetables inside 
the city limits: 

“It shal] be unlawful for any person, 
either as owner, agent or employé, to 
sell or expose for sale, to keep or have 
for sale, or to give away any lettuce, 
celery, strawberries, tomatoes, rad- 
ishes or onions that have been irri- 
gated with sewage. 

No arrests have been made under 
this ordinance. The health inspectors 
say it is practically impossible to se- 
eure necessary evidence. Why? 
They admit that there are a score of 
vegetable gardens along the line of 
the outfall sewer that are irrigated 
solely by sewage.

Hard Work in Texas Penitentiary 
Drove Him to Desperation and He 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

EL PASO (Tex.) Sept. 26.—“I'll wager 
my eyes that I do not continue this 
kind of slavish work,” whispered No. 
1186, in the Huntsville Penitentiary, to 
a fellow-convict. 

No. 1186 is K. R. Smith, who is in 
the penitentiary primarily because he 
is a “good fellow,” as good fellows are 
judged from the worldly viewpoint. 

“I'll wager my eyes,” is a familiar 
slang expression in the Southwest, and 


made perhaps little thought that No. 
1186 was talking in a literal sense. 

But he meant it. 33 

He did wager his eyes and he lost. 

Smith is now in the prison hospital 
totally blind. He put some powerful 
drug in his eyes in order that he might 
render himself unabie to perform the 
back-breaking labor imposed upon 
him, and either by design or accident, 
he made the dose so st that the 
optic nerves were paralysed. 

K. R. Smith is serving two years for 
alleged embesslement. He was convicted 
last August of a shortage which oc- 
curred while he was cashier and con- 
fidential man, in the loy of the 
electric-light company of this city. 


The evidence ht out at the 
trial indicated that Smith had taken 
the money, not for for 


the benefit of friends who from time to 
time besieged him for loans. He lacked 
the courage to say no, or perhaps out 
of the generosity of his heart he sim- 
ply dreaded to refuse to help his 

nds. Be that as it may, it was 
clearly established that various loans 
made by Smith around El Paso more 
than aggregated the total of his al- 
leged peculations. At one time he had 
a fortune of his own and he gave it 
away. 

Smith seemed to have a mania for 
helping others. 

On Christmas it was his habit to 
send wagons loaded with provisions 
into the poorer districts, dnd many a 
starving family has been helped by 
him without ever knowing the source 
of their manna. 

Children of El Paso followed Smith 


about the streets and looked upon him 


as a Santa Claus, for he never failed 
to open his purse and gratify whatever 
childish whim they might express 
within his hearing.

Then by some means still a mystery, 
Smith obtained the drug with which 
he ruined his eyes, and thus made it 
impossible for him to be kept at work, 
However, could he have looked but one 
week into the future, he might have 
spared himself the pain he now en- 
dures, for it was never the intention of 
the prison warden to keep Smith per- 
manently employed at drudgery. He 
was recognized at once as an office 
man of more than ordinary ability 
and as there was need of such a man 


at once that Smith would be entrusted 
with the keeping of accounts. Prison 
discipline, however, was followed and 
there was no deviation from the usual 
rule to the effect that every prisoner, 
no matter what his qualifications, must 
do labor. Then, according to 
Prison theory, when promotion comes 
it Is duly appreciated. 

But Smith could not foresee this. He 
wagered his eyes. He lost. And thus he 
climaxed the penalty he is paying for 
having been a good fellow.”

Local Chinamen are Suddenly 
and Widely Awake. 


Erecting Splendid Buildings 
in Chinatown’s Heart. 


Ww ill Educate Men and In- 
struct Their Women. 


Los Angeles Chinatown has felt the 


impulse of the Los Angeles spirit of 


progress, and row steps forth with 
eeveral factors which are strenge and 
idea-proveking to the Americens who 
have been wont to declare that the 
(hinese are automatons and never 
can they imbibe the western ideas of 
“get up and git.” 

In the first place, the Chinese Em- 
pire Reform Association has just com- 
pleted a $40,000 block for its head- 
quarters in the heart of Chinatown. 
This is to be a center of educational 
work, and from it will emanate influ- 
ences which it is hoped will permeate 
even the conservative cities of

Then the American Chinese propose 
to establish a Chinese school in a part 
of the new building, to teach Ameri- 
can-born Chinese children the arts of 
reading and writing the peculiar 
chicken-track chirography of the saf- 
fron kingdom and other oriental schol- 
astic arts. 

And last and greatest of these won- 
ders, the Los Angeles Chinese propose 
to litt their women folk to a higher 
educational plane, and will “ictualiy 
encourage the club idea among Chi- 
nese maids and dames! 

Within the next month one of the 
most talented of Chinese women in 
America will visit Los Angeles at. 
the invitation of the Chinese Empire 
Reform Association, and will lecture 
to Chinese women exclusively in the 
new hall on Appablasa street. 

There is much method in all thts 
attempt to widen the scope of the 
Chinese in America. Leaders believe 
that the day is not far distant when 
there will be a great awakeniag in 
their land across the sea, and when 
the long-sleeping nation wili 
itself and in its uneasiness rol! over 
with such an upstirring of present 
conditions that it will emerge with 
a vigorous western civilization grafted 
onto the old. 

In this attempt at rejuvenation is 
where the American Chinese expeci 
to shine. To the Chinamen who have 
absorbed the occidental ideas, and 
who still are in touch with the learn- 
ing and traditions of the old régime, 
vast opportunities will rise; the call 
for leadership will come to them as 
a natural sequence, and those who 
came out of Cathay to become hum- 
ble laborers in America may return to 
take seats of honor in the recon- 
structed empire. 

Such is the substance of the ambi- 
tions which surge around the hearts 
of the Chinese Empire Reform Asso- 
ciation members. 7 

The new building is located on the 
northwest corner of Appablasa and San 
Juan streets. It is a two-story struc- 
ture, substantial, but bearing in its 
architecture certain Chinese charac- 
teristics which give KH a look of be- 
longing essentially to the region in 
which it is placed. There are the 
curved little wooden shades over the 
windows, the winding passages to the 
side entrances, and the front walls 
covered -with the always-picturesque 
announcements in Chinese characters. 

bulluing was erected by the 
Wal Sun Building Company, com- 
posed of leading merchants and pro- 
fessional men who are members of 
the reform association. The company 
has secured a lease of forty years on 
this ‘site from its owner, Mrs. . A. 
Sepulveda, who owns much of the 
property on Appablasa street. 
The tract of land is 160x164 feet, and 
the building practically covers the 
whole area. On the ground floor are 
ten good-sized stores, and at the rear 
is located a commodious bath-house, 
modernly equipped. 

On the second floor are ten suites of 
offices and living rooms, and across 
the front of the building extends the 
Wai Sun Hall, a finely-lighted and 
well-ventilated room 50x75 feet. A 
Stage is to be erected across the north 
end, and the room is to be fitted up in 
oriental gorgeousness. At present its 
fittings, while distinctively Chinese, 
are not as striking as they will 


In this hall all the general meetings 


> 


of the association will take place. Here 
ihe young men will have military ‘ 
drill, and here will be held the series 
of public lectures and entertainments 
which the association plans to give for 
the elevation and instruction of Chi- 
natown. It is in this hall that the 
Hon. Miss Sit Ting Kum, lecturer and 
reformer of note, will address the Los 
Angeles Chinese women and endeavor 
to stir them up to emulate their white- 
skinned sisters of clubdom. 

The educational hall is 20x50 feet, a 
model schoolroom, well lighted and 
furnished in modern style. 

The best element of the Chinese 
quarter is interested in the work out- 
lined to be carried on by the reform 
association, and all are very proud 
of the new building. 

It has stirred a sort of civic pride 
which heretofore seemed totally lack- 
ing. Now prominent merchants de- 
clare that they will not be satisfied 
until the streets of Chinatown are 
‘kept as clean and are as well made 
as those of the American sections. 

They are planning the circulation of 
a petition asking that the City Coun- 
cil require the owners of the property 
to make such improvements, and that 
closer sanitary inspection be given to 
Chinaiown. 

Aside from the enterprise of the 
reform association there has come 
another important improvement. This 
is the new block of Lee Shing, drug- 
gist. Almost opposite the old Plaza 
Park, on the east side of Los An- 
geles street, Lee Shing is building a 
three-story pressed-brick structure, 
the handsomest in Chinatown. It will 
cost $12,000. 

Lee Shing has been in America 
thirty-one years, and eighteen years 
of this time have been spent in Los 
Angeles. He is known to probably ev- 
ery Chinaman in Southern California, 
and when he travels to San Francisco 
his tong geis up great feasts in his 
honor. 

Lee Shing has made money here, 
and he is satisfied to put it back 
again into the city. He will have fine 
quarters for himself in the block, 
and will sublet two stores on the first 
floor to a restaurant and a curio, 
store. The upper floor will be divided 
into office rooms. The building is 60x 
100 feet, three stories on Los Angeles 
street and four stories in the rear. 
It will be completed in November, and 
then Lee Shing and his manager, Lee 
Thing, are planning to give a grand 
opening, same as Melican man, but 
with many trimmings which wil! make 
it a memorable event in Chinese 6o- 
ci_l life. 

The Chinese school is to be estab- 
lished next month. All the way to 
Canton have the reform association 
officers sent for a cultured Chinese 
professor—a man who has been at- 
tached to the faculty of the Canton 
University—to take charge of the new 
school. It is said that applications. 
have been received from some Ameri- 
cans for admission to the school, as 
they, too, would learn to read and 
write the language, and fit themselves 
for the looked-for activities of the 
old empire.

RATE-MAKING SUGGESTION. 

Among the important questions 
to come before the next session of Con- 
gress, one of the most important will 
be the question of rates to be exacted 
for transportation by the railroads. 
The prospects are that this question 
will provoke one of the severest con- 
troversies of the Congressional ses- 
sion. And yet, when viewed in the 
light of reason and common sense, the 
issues presented do not appear to in- 
volve serious difficulties. If good 
and reasonableness prevail in both 
houses of Congress, and on both sides 
of the question, the opposing forces 
ought to be able to get together on 
common ground without rupturing the 
peace of nations. 
The President has taken a firm stand 
for such legislation as will so enlarge 
the functions of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as to give to that 
body power to enforce its decrees in 
disputed cases, the rate prescribed by 
the commission to go into effect in- 
mediately, and to remain fn effect in- 
definitely, unless overthrown upon ap- 
peal to the courts. Under the present 
law, a rate made by the commission 
does not become valid and of force un- 
til it has been passed upon by the 
courts.

The third proposition is in effect a 
plea for the restoration of railroad 
pool-making; but the proposition has 
the saving grace that it proposes that 
the pooling agreements, before they 
go into effect, shall have the approval 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. It must be admitted that this 
is a “horse of another color” from that 
of unrestricted secret pooling agree- 
ments between railroads. Pooling is 
of undoubted value to the public if 
conducted on a fair basis, and if the 
public be permitted to share in the 
benefits. If the agreements were made 
subject to approval by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, that tribunal 
could see to it that the interests of the 
general public were sufficiently safe- 
guarded.

HY NOT TAKE IT? 

Enterprising citizens of pub- 
lic spirit have come forward with an 
offer as a gift of a very valuable par- 
cel of real estate in an entirely suit- 
able position for a City Hall. The city 
needs a new building of this kind, and 
will need it worse year by year. With 
this lot in hand, ana the present City 
Hall site sold at current prices, the 
municipality may proceed to put up 
a home for its officers and for the 
tratisaction of its business which will 
be a credit to the city. So desirable 
a consummation need not cost the 
taxpayers a dollar. Is it not a good 
Offer? Is there anything better in 
sight? Would any business concern 
in the city’s place refuse for a second 
to accept this magnificent. gift? If 
there is a single valid reason why the 
city should hesitate, it is not ap- 
parent, nor has it been put forward 
by those who object. The only rea- 
sonable, business-like and valid way 
to object is for the objectors to come 
up with an offer of a better site at 
the same price to the taxpayers; that 
is, a better site as a gift, free and 
clear of all incumbrances and re- 
strictions beyond the putting of the 
City Hall on the lot. Who makes that 
objection? That is the only one that 
should be given a hearing. All other 
objections should be overruled by the 
taxpayers, who are those most in- 
terested. 


OCAL VERSUS STANDARD OIL. 


The Times is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing communication. It refers to a 
recent editorial in these columns con- 
cerning the efforts of the Standard 
Oil Company to crush the independent 
producers of oil and its products in 
Southern California: 

“To the Editor of The Times: In 
your appeal to California housekeepers 
to use California oil products—gaso- 
line, kerosene, etc.—you neglect to 
state whether the California brands are 
es pure and safe as those of the 


the California test is equal to that 
of the Standard Oil Company, and 
many of us will change with alacrity, 
including, A HOUSEKEPRPER.” 

A perusal of the foregoing letter 
suggests that the writer may have been 
recently interviewed by the emissary 
of Rockefeller who is going around 
the country ostensibly plying his trade 
of repairing gasoline stoves, but in 
reality circulating slanders about the 
local oil companies and frightening 
housewives into buying Standard 
products. This is one of the Standard’s 
many tricks, well known in the Bast | 
and now being employed here. 

The Times has already stated that 
the local oll is not only as good as, but 
even better than much of the Stand- 
ard’s. What the Standard sells here 
is the product of California oil, with 
probably one exception—a highly ex- 
pensive Eastern product used only in 
limited quantities. Coalinga and New- 
ball crude is used at Point 
Richmond. Besides this the Standard 
buys whatever refined products are 
produced by the union at its San Fran- 
cisco and Bakersfield refineries, and 
all this, too, is the product of Califor- 
nia soil. 

For five years prior to April 1, 1904, 
the Standard bought and marketed all 
the product of the Puente’s refinery at 
Chino. During this period the refinery 
was under the same management with 
largely the same employés and used 
the identical process it uses now. At 
no time was there ever a complaint 
from the Standard of the quality of 
the goods delivered, and no man has 
heard of a complaint from the latter's 
customers. The Times has been in- 
formed by both dealers and consumers 


kerosene and gasoline of the Puente 
to that of the Point Richmond refinery. 

As to kerosene, there is a city. or- 
dinance requiring a flash test of 100 
degrees, and nothing below this in 
quality can be sold here. A few years 
ago, however, tests were made by an oil 
expert of this city of some of the 
oil made by the Standard and it was 
found to test only 90, a point that is 
considered unsafe. No ofl is being 
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110 degrees fire test; in fact, it general- 
ly has a much higher test, as high as 
128 degrees fire and 132 degrees flash 
test. | 

As to gasoline, there is no such thing 
as safety except in careful handling, 
and no test can be made that will guard 
against danger. The nature of the 
product is such that the volatile matter 
is of its essence, so if the Standard or 
its emissaries put forth a claim to 
having a safe gasoline, they are telling 
an untruth. As between the home 
products and the Standard’s, competent 
judges have declared the former equal 
in every way to the latter. By hand- 
ling the product of the Puente for 
five years, and by buying oil in the 
southern fields, the Standard has con- 
tessed this, and its present efforts to 
belittle what it formerly praised and 
urged the people to buy, is calculated 
to place the monopoly and its agents in 
an unenviable light with the Aair- 
minded public. 

What is said here is intended to 
apply to the home oil in general, the 
Puente being mentioned because it is 
the largest independent company and 
as such is obliged to bear the brunt 
of the Standard’s attacks. 


UST GET TO BEDROCK.

The 
question is, did “ae original grant to 
the city, made by the crown of Spain, 
contemplate anything more than the 
visible flow; do the waters being used 
by the farmers appertain to the river; 
does the diversion of any of this wa- 
ter for irrigation vurposes in any way 
lessen the continual flow in the river 
bed; does not the plant growth stim- 
ulated by the irrigation so lessen the 
evaporation along the plain, otherwise 
bare and baked by the burning rays of 
gemi-tropical suns, as to really increase 
the average flow of water in the bed of 
the river? To the average lay mind, 
clear of legal subtleties, these seem to 
be the issues at stake, and any other 
inquiries seem superfluous to this 
brand of the human mind, and con- 
clusive of nothing. 


A Hint to Mr. Carnegie.

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N THE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. |: 
The Supply of Raw Cotton. 


Europe is in a scare at the prospect 
of the United States cotton manufac- 
turing industry attaining such dimen- 
sions that all the crop grown in this 
country will be locally taken and the 
mills across the Atlantic thus be left 
without the necessary supplies of the 
raw material. Hence the efforts being 
put forward by Great Britain, 
and France to establish the cultivation 
of cotton in their African possessions 
and elsewhere, The Textile World 
Record, however, supplies a few facts 
and figures which go to show both the 
needlessness of the proposed remedy 
and its small likelmood of success. In 
the first place, the area under cotton 
cultivation in the Southern States is 
capable of almost indefinite expansion. 
The so-called cotton belt covers 650,000 
Square miles, a territory nearly as 
large as France, Germany, Austria 
and Hungary combined; yet the area 
actually under cultivation is but one- 
half the size of Prussia, a single prov- 
ince of Germany, or just about one- 
tenth of the whole possible cultivable 
area, Thus there is abundant room 
here, on the soil and in the climate 
most favorable, for ten times the pres- 
ent output of the staple. 

Export Duty Forbidden. 

Nor can the raw t ever be 
cornered for the exclusive benefit of 
the American manufacturer. Free 
trade is guaranteed forever by the 
Constitution of the United States, 
which forbids duties on exports. There- 
fore the fluctuations in supply and in 
value affect the manufacturers on both 
sides of the Atlantic to precisely the 
same extent. This fact seems to have 
been quite forgotten by the fluttered 
alarmists in Europe. It at once dis- 
poses of all the arguments about the 
necessity of having British-grown cot- 
ton or German-grown cotton. What is 
required is the cheapest-grown cotton, 
and it is abundantly clear that this 
recommendation will rest with the 
product of our Southern States for 
decades to come. Semi-slave labor in 
remote and inaccessible corners of 
Africa cannot produce cotton as cheap 
as that produced in a ei coun- 
try and with all the aids that civiliza- 
tion brings to bear upon an industry. 
Labor here may be dear, but trash 
labor elsewhere will for a certainty be 
dearer still. 

Negro Labor Deficient. - 

All things point to a gradual and 
natural expansion of the American cot- 
ton crop by the attraction of new labor 


to the industry. Dependence on 
the negro exclusively is gone— 
gone forever. In these latter days 


negro labor is no longer cheap labor. 
It is so high-priced that the Southern 
States negro finds it necessary to lavor 
only three days in the week. During 
these three days he earns enough 
wages to keep him in comfort for the 
ather four days. He is not of a race 
that loves labor for labor's sake—he is 
not an advocate of the strenuous lite, 
nor a convert to the Russell Sage anti- 
vacation doctrine. His philosophy need 
not be inveighed against; perhaps the 


leisurely-going negro of the South ex- 


tracts more real pleasure out of life 
than the man who keeps chasing dol- 
lars all the week through and all the 
year round. But the fact remains that, 
with half the time spent in loafing, it 
requires two negroes to do one full 
week's job. The natural result is that 
there is not enough n labor to go 
round, and if the area of cotton culti- 
vation is to expand in accordance with 
the manufacturers’ expanding require- 
ments other labor must be made avail- 
able. 
Italians in Demand. 

The rem ies in the diversion of 
the proper c of immigrants to the 
Southern States. This movement has 
already begun, for Italians find oppor- 
tunities in the South that are denied 
to them in the congested cities and in- 
dustrial districts of the Eastern States, 
where hitherto they have been inclined 
to mass themselves. The Italian is 
shrewd; he has only to discover where 
his best chance lies to seek it. The 
southern climate is to his taste; field 
labor is what he is accustomed to. 
There is talk of legislation to divert 
the stream of immigration from South- 
ern Europe toward the cotton-growing 
belt. But there will be no need of 
summoning the reluctant and dilatory 
ald of Congress. Water seeks its 
natural outlet; so does labor. The 
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we eliminate the children, the figure 
per head must be multiplie i by at least 
three, and, if we further eliminate the 
women, very few of whom are smokers, 
it must be multiplied again by two. Bo, 
to reckon only the male adults, thirty- 
three pounds of tobacco are consumed 
each year per head. But among the male 
adults there are many non-smokers, 80 
that probably fifty-two pounds per an- 
num, or the round pound a week. is 
the average consumption by each 
member of the actual smoking popula- 
tion. The figure is certainly an amaz- 
ing one, and would be impossible in 
any but a cigar-smoking community. 
Pipe tobacco cannot be got away with 
at anything like this rate, as the com- 
parative res for England show. 
There the pipe is in almost universal

Taxing the Weed. . | 

Great Britain does not produce any 
tobacco, but imports all she uses from 
abroad, principally from this country. 


The duties levied are very heavy, be- 


ing five times greater than in the 
United States; so it results that, while 
the per capita consumption in Great 
Britain is relatively low, her total 
revenue from tobacco is almost as high 
as our own—rToughly, $64,000,000 against 
$66,000,000. The Belgians are the only 
people on the face of the earth that 
smoke more tobacco per head of the 
population than the Americans. But in 
their country tobacco is cheaper than 
anywhere else, the tax per pound 
consumed being less than 4 cefits, 
against our 16 cents and England’s 76 
cents. French and Malian smokers are 
the most heavily taxed of all. Ger- 
many, on the other hand, pays only 
one-half of our tax, and comes nearest 
to us in the total amount consumed. 
Taxation, indeed, all along the line, 
bears a very close relation to consump- 
tion. The countries where the tobacco 
tax is light smoke much more than 
those where the impost is a very heavy 
one. A noteworthy fact for the anti- 
tobacco campaigners.

LONG BRAC H. Sept. 28.—The Tem- 
perance and Prohibition Conference of 
Southern California opened a three- 
days meeting this morning with a 
good attendance of Prohibitionists, W. 
C. T. U., Good Templars, and Anti-Sa- 
loon leaguers, O. T. Nichols, the county 
president, spoke in the morning on 
“Publicity and Advertising,’ and advo- 
cated making friends of the newspa- 
pers, asserting that even adverse com- 
ment is desirable as it gives the ca se 
publicity. He closed with a sugges- 
tion of inducing the president to handle 
the liquor probiem in his annual mes- 
sage by writing personal letters and 
telegrams to the Chief Executive on 
the subject. He thought that even if 
10,000 or 15,000 letters and telegrams had 
no effect, the advertising such a plan 
would get would be well woith the 
trouble and money. 

The morning session closed with a 
debate on whether or not the prohibi- 
tien reform movement its going back- 
ward. M. W. Atwood, argued afirma- 
tively and Dr. Stephen Bowers said 
May. 

In the afternoon Field Secretary 
Woertendyke presented the Venango 
county plan of campaign, which is a 
house-to-house canvass for pledges to 
support the third party movement when 
assured by figures of its probable suc- 
cess in that particular county.

‘ELABORATE IMPROVEMENT NEAR 
SANTA MONICA, 


Exclusive Residence District to be 
Formed Along Edge of the Canyon 
With Building Restrictions Such as 
Will Insure Only Fine Houses For- 
mer Senator Jones Returns. 


SANTA MONICA,.Sept. 28.—The re- 
cently incorporated Alta-Santa Monica 
Company has commenced the improve- 
ment of the 130-acre tract lying south 
of Santa Monica cafion and extending 
from Seventh street on the east to 
Ocean avenue, the extension of Linda 
Vista park and the ocean on tlie 
west. This acreage has been 
included in the plat of The Palisades 
and will be ad off to correspond to 
that new stibdivision. The contract for 
the grading and oiliig of the streets 
and the building of the conerete gut- 
ters, curbs and sidewalks has been let 
to Niemann & Kneer, who have com- 
menced work with a large force of 
men. These improvements, which in- 
clude the laying of water and sewer 
mains and laterals, will cost approxi- 
mately $100,000, and will not be com- 
pleted before the end of the year.
